“The blame for delay in settle- 
ment of the Spray Lakes devel- 
opment matter rests entirely on 
the doorstep of the Dominion 
government,’’ declared Premier 
Brownlee, in the legislature Mon- 
day afternoon, when defending 
the provincial government’s res- 
olution to urge upon the Domin. 
ion the immediate transfer to the 
province of the unrestricted 
rights of control of the power 
project in the Banff National 
park, a resolution which subse- 
quently carried on a division of 
44 to 11, with government and 
labor forces uniting in its favor, 
and Liberals and Conservatives 
voting together in opposition. 


Previously the House voted down 
the Conservative amendment to the 
effect that the provincial govern- 
ment should at once come to a de- 
cision as te whether or not public 
development of the Spray River 
project was to be undertaken, the 
party division being the same as on 
the original motion, with a register 
of 11 for and 48 against. Later an 
amendment offered by W. W. Prevey 
Edmonton Liberal, was also turned 
down, this proposing the elimination 
of the final clause in the govern- 
ment resolution, and asking that in 
the event of a license for develop- 
ment of Spray Lakes being granted 
by the Dominion stipulation be made 
that equality of rates and services 
be guaranteed to al! parts of the 
province. 

Should Investigate, Coal 

Before Premier Brownlee closed 
the debate D. M. Duggan, FPdamon- 
ton, urged support ef the Conserva-

“The Dominion government has 
full power to make a decision, and 
to lay down any conditions under 
which this project should be devel- 
oped, and cannot throw responsibil- 
ity for delay on the provincial gov- 
ernment,” declared the Premier. 
“The blame for the delay cannot be 
placed on any doorstep but of the 
Dominion Government.” 

Contending that the province was 
in much better position to properly 
control the power project and super- 
vise its development, Mr. Brownlee 
said this local contro] was necessary 
with the growth and development of 
other resources of the province. if 
the province was capable of devel- 
oping coal and other resources with- 
in the national parks under the pro- 
ugreement, why not the water powcr 
resources. 

By disclosing its hand on the ques- 
tion of a public versus private de- 
velopment policy in connectfon with 
Spray Lakes Mr, Brownlee claimed 
that an announcement would make 
it infinitely riore Géfficult to negoti- 
ate with the Calgary Power Com-

by way of argument that a policy 
fur public ownership would cause 
a jump in the sale price of this 
property by probably one million 
dollars.
